SKUNKS FARMERS’ FRIENDS. 


Expert Says They Will Exter- 
minate Grasshopeprs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aprii 15.—Skunks are 
the farmers’ friends, according to the 


Biological Survey of the Department of 
Agriculture, and deserve to be culti- 
vated rather than destroyed. The ex- 
perts of this bureau have found that 
the skunk, shunned and avoided as it 
is, is the greatest grasshopper exterm?- 
nator known. It takes rank ahead of 
the rec-headed woodpecker, barnyard 
fowls and meadow larks. In the past 
the skunk has been an animal regarded 
as worthy only of the price of its peit 
or the lard its fat would produce. 

Now the Biological Survey insists that 
when a farmer’s field is overrun with 
grasshoppers. all that is necessary for 

e farmer to do is to gather togethur 
a’ working force of skunks and turn 
them loose in the itrfected area. The 
skunk will do the rest. 

While skunks ‘are not animals to be 
handied with fmpunity, a herd of do- 
mesticated skunks might be kept on 
hand on every farm to use ‘in an 
simergency, If t skunk is not imme- 
diately applied to™the grasshopper pest 
the grasshoppers will eat up the field 
and pass on to the next. 

“Skunks are very fond of grasshop- 
pers and are esteemed as the most use- 
ful of animals,”’ say the experts of the 
Biological Survey. “They deserve pro- 
tection rather than destruction by the 
farmer.’’ The survey is unable to quote 
prices on domesticated grasshopper- 
eating skunks.

Addresses will be 
made by Baron d'Estrournelles de Con- 
stant of France, Oscar 8S. Straus, Wii- 
liam T. Stead of London, Col. Sir Rob- 
ert Cranston and Sir Robert S. Ball. 

The delegates to the Congress include 
representatives -—of-the United States to 
The Hague conference, Federal and 
State judges, United States senators and 
representatives, governors, members of 
State legislatures, mayors of many large 
cities, representatives of leading relig- 
ious, patriotic and philanthropic organ- 
zations, editors, busihMess men and la- 
bor leaders. Besides these, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Holland and Bel- 
gium have sent men prominently tdenti- 
fied with the propaganda of internation- 
al arbitration. 

Thousands at the Prelude. 

Intense interest in the peace meetings 
was demonstrated Sunday evening, when 
thousands of persons visited Carnegie 
Hall to participate in the introductory 
meeting of the congress. The hall was 
speedily filled and overflow meetings 
had to be held in nearby churches for 
late comers. 

Sermons on “peace and good will” 

were preached from the pulpita of many 
churches, and addresses on the subject 
were made in several public halls. No- 
table addresses were made by Rev. Dr. 
Morgan Dix, Rev. Dr. Charles Park- 
hurst, Congressman Richard Bartholdt 
of St. Louis, Baron d’Estournelles de 
Constant, William T. Stead, Samuel 
Gompers and others. 
Mr. Bartholdt spoke at the Christian 
Science Church in Manhattan in the 
forenoon and in the afternoon deliy- 
ered an address from the pulpit of Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher’s Plymouth Church 
in Brooklyn. 

Tomorrow there will be a young peo- 
ple’s meeting with the School Super- 
intendent Maxwell of New York pre- 
siding: a meeting at which the topic 
will be “The Commercial, Industrial 
and Agricultural Aspects of the Peace 
Movement,’’ with Mr. Carnegie pre- 
siding; a university meeting, presided 
over by President Murray Butler of 
Columbia University, and a meeting 
to discuss “Organized Labor in Rela- 
tion to the Peace Movement,”’ at which 
James Duncan, vice-president of the 
American Federation of Labor, will pre- 
side. Wednesday the topic, ‘‘Legislat- 
ive and Judicial Aspects of the Peace 
Movement,”’ will be discussed and in 
the evening the meetings will come to 
a close with a public dinner.

OR BLOMENE 


Prosecuting Attorney Declares 
Intention to Prosecute If 
He Is Found Sane.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., April 15.-- 
Dr. A. D. Blomeyer, six years ago the 
leading physician of Cape Girardeau 


County, is now under guard at his home 
here, and Prosecuting Attorney Alexan- 
der has filed in the Court of Common 
Pleas a petition for an inquiry into his 
sanity. This action was taken follow- 
ing the death of Mrs. Alice Blomeyer, 
his wife, last Wednesday night of mor- 
phine poisoning. 

“The evidence in the case,"’ said Alex- 
ander, “shows that Blomeyer allowed 
his wife to remain for four hours and a 
half without medical treatment, al- 
though he knew she had taken a fatal 
dose of morphine, and aithough he had 
the antidotes, atropine and strychnine, 
at hand, If the commission decides he 
is gane, I shall prosecute him for as- 
sisting ih self-murder. 

Blomeyer lay 
inert on his bed, while his wife was 
dying in the next room. He was fre- 
quently besought by Althea Green, the 
negré servant, who Was attending Mrs 
Blomeyer, to do something for her or 
to send for another doctor, but he re- 
plied to her:.‘Don’t be such a fool.

“Ah! what St. Louis needs, more than 
libraries and art galleries, is a model 
lodging house, where the man ‘who is 
down and out may Fo and not feel, when 
he leaves it, that he has been pressed 
a deeper into the mire of degrada- 
tion.”’ 

His own ‘‘home”’ then was a 10 and 
20-cent lodging house that was unsani- 
tary, sunless and vermin-ridden.. It was 
also the habitat of many degenerates, 
thieves and vagabonds. He thought not 
of himself. He had gone the dark way 
with miserable indifference, but all the 
noble side of his natural self, unsullled 
by contact with the underworld, cried 
out for something better for those who 
wandered in the darkness because they 
never had seen the light. 

And so it happened ..at those who 
knew him. best thought of him! not as 
bad, but as weak merely and were 
drawn toward him tenderly. though they 
knew he was a hopeless wreck, just a 
derelict, who never could be made sea- 
worthy again. 

One time he sat writing for half a 
day in the evil smelling dark ‘‘office’’ 
of his lodging house. And he did not 
smoke because he did not “have the 
price.” A young feiow there, hose 
own face had the lines and the arks 
which allenists say denccte the criminal 
type, went out and bought a package 
of cherogts and, returning, slipped them 
into the pocket of the man who was 
“down and out.’ «ven the lowest of 
the low were fond of him. 

Valentine left St. Louis a couple of 
years ago. Those who -..new him here 
were not aware of his fate. They did 
not know but that the tide had driven 
him long ago to the dark snore from 
which there is no returning. Then came 
the telegram from Fort Smith, and 
when the news was conveyed to those 
who knew him best not a few eyes glis- 
tened and not a few voices were a trifle 
husky’.

APPROPRIATION FOR 
COURT IS FOUGHT 


Legislators May Ask Hadley to 
Pass on Legality of Giv- 
ing More.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.—When 
the House of Representatives reassem- 
bles after the three days’ recess to- 
night Representative Chancellor, Demo- 
crat, of Barton County will offer a res, 
olution calling on Attorney-Ge J 
Hadley to advise the General Assembly 
whether, in view of differences amgunt- 
ing to about $150,000 in the estimated 
and actual cost of the Supreme Court 
Building, the Legislature can legally 
appropriate money for the completion 
of that structure, which !s to provide 
a badly needed new home for Mis- 
souri’s seven Supreme Court justices. 
The construction work was let on bids 
to the Hill-O“Meara Construction Co. 
of 8t. Louis. The fim contracted to 
erect the building for $187,000, which 


represPnted the sum that had been left 
from Missouri's appropriation for the 
maintenance of the Missouri Building 
at the World's Fair. The act authoriz- 
ing the appropriation directed that the 
money should be spent under the su- 
pervision of a board composed of Gov. 
Folk, Attorney-General Hadley, Treas- 
urer Gmelich and two Supreme Court 
judges. ‘The Supreme Court en banc 
selected Judges Fox and Marshall, 
When Judge Marshall retired from 
the bench a year ago he retained his 
membership on the board, of which he 
is chairman, at the express request of 
his judicial colleagues. It appears that 
in the absence of the otner commission- 
ers Gov. Folk and Treasurer Gmelich 
instructed the contractors to put a fire- 
proof roof on the building at an addi- 
tional cost of $20,000. This, it was sup- 
posed, would be sufficient for the com- 
pletion of the building. But-after the 
roof had been finished the contractors 
continued their work and the Dills ex- 
ceeding the stipulated sum Kept piling 
up in’ the Auditor's office. Much work 
still remains to be done on the build- 
ing and the contractors are asking

NEW FACTORY LAW NEEDED. 


Gov. Folk Quoted as Disapprov- 
ing Present One,

children are employed and which are 
unsanitary. The present fee system, he 
said, makes it profitable to ins only 
the small shops, which employ but three 
or four persons, while the large factories 
that require time to inspect are passed 
— hastily.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 15.~—While the 
voices of clergy and laymen, statesmen 
and pubiicists of both continents were 
raised vesterday in advocacy of univer- 
sal peace, ihe Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix of 
irinity Parish was “eating a separation 
by a sermon in which he paid tribute to 
the profession of arims—the profession 
oldest in history, honorable aud useful 
io the state. He predicted that no one 
o; this day or generation would see she 
beginning of the end of war and 
thanked God that New York City hal 
en army of police and guardsmen to 

protect it from Mself. 

Dr Dix delivered ris sermon vescer- 
day afternoon at the annual memorial 
services of the Loval Legion eof the 
United States in the church of the In- 
carnation, Ma:lison avenue and Thirty- 
fifth street. Bishop Potter and several 
prominent army and navy officers vf 
the Civil War were present. Thé ‘sei'v- 
ices were in memory of the surrende: 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee at Appomatox, 
ending the war of the rebellion. 

“You, as members of such an order 
as this,”’ said Dr. Dix, “can have no 
sympathy with people who waste time 
and breath in decrying the soldier ani 
misrepresenting the value of his work. 
with such as would disband, had thev 
the power, the armies of the United 
States and run our navy on the rocks, 
there to break = and go io pieces.” 

Dr. Dix said he would speak ‘‘first 
of the art of war; the ancient, honor- 
able, necessary art of war.”’ 

‘‘Appreciating the motives of peace 
societies and ziving them credit for the 
good which they have done,”’ said I]’r. 
Dix, “we warn them, however, not t» 
be cver-sanguine nor to become ex- 
cited in the expetcation of immediate 
or even early success. The day is not in 
sight when their ideas can find univer- 
sal or anything near to universal ac- 
ceptance. No offe of us will live to 
see the entrance into the thousand 
years of peace. . 

Giad New York Has Army. 


‘‘We fear that if internal war should 
cease, that happy occurrence would not 
bring war to an end; it would still have 
to be waged, not by nation against na- 
tion, but within each nation: between 
forces protective of law and order and 
other forces destructive to the peace 
and quiet of the state. 

‘‘Modern society is in a ferment to- 
day. The city contains, one dreads to 
think how large a number, who are 
deluded by visions never to be real- 
ized, and seething with passions which 
no calm voice or sound speech can 
ellav. This city, thank God, has a 
standing army, keeping watch on th2 
turbulent and the seditious. 

“Dismiss the police, disband the na- 
tional guard and procure noninterfer- 
ence by the general government and 
what would happen? I venture to pre- 
dict as possible that within a month 
we should see mobs parading the 
streets, houses burning, shops loored 
and citizens fiving for their lives. Such 
revolutionary outrage would, of course, 
provoke resistance. 

“IT predict that war will not cease 
until the kingdoms of this wohid have 
become the kingdoms of the Lord, an: 
of Christ. If that is not to be and if 
the revolutionary schemes with which 
the world is drenched under the cloak 
of social reform are rot, by #860me 
means, checked or stayed, we venture 
the prophecy that there is ahead a 
trouble exceeding anything known thus 
far on this little planet.’’
